WHERE EVERYBODY WORKS 


For the past century or more European nations .have had 
compulsory military service and every young 
man 
had 
to 
serve two or three years in the army when he reached his ma­ 
jority and then put in a certain amount of time each year 
after that in the training camps. This cost untold sums of 
money which meant taxes and more taxes and finally brought 
on the world war with all of its attendant horrors. 
* , 
At the close of the war the allies forbade the defeated 
nations to continue this practice. Among these was Bulgaria. 
This little country had gone through three wars within a few 
years and had had enough already, so when the volunteer 
system was put into effect only a third of the number permit­ 
ted under the treaty with the allies enlisted, although the Bu!-; 
garian government offered many handsome inducements. 
The old saying that an idle brain is the devil’s workshop, 
was exemplified in many quarters after the war and every­ 
where the head of bolshevism was raised menacingly) 
The 
Bulgarians resolved to keep everybody busy and thus keep their 
minds off the red propaganda. Instead of a conscript army 
for fighting purposes, Bulgaria inaugurated a conscript indus­ 
trial army. Every youth of both sexes on reaching the age 01 
20 had to go to work for the state for a 
period 
of eight 
months. No one is exempted except physical defects. Rich and 
poor alike work an the state is getting good results. Of course 
it costs money to feed and clothe the industrial army, but the 
government reports indicate that the state is getting value re­ 
ceived and then some. Bulgaria needs more railroads but has 
no money with which to build them in the usual way. She 
puts the conscripts to work and builds them. The highways 
are being made the best possible, fisheries 
developed 
and 
other lines of work taken care of. 
Of course such a system as this would never be practi­ 
cable in the United States but it is said to have done much for 
Bulgaria. There has been no unemployment problem, there 
has been plenty to eat and although defeated in war, the little 
nation is said to be recovering faster than almost any other 
and on the way to a greater prosperity’than ever before. The 
idea of keeping everybody at work and well fed is the best 
panacea for a people who* were in a precarious condition. 
Furthermore, the energy with which these people set about 
restoring their country and the readiness with which they 
acknowledged their indemnity obligations won the respect of 
the allies and resulted in a considerable lightening of the load 
imposed on them by the peace treaty.

Society Organized for Benefit 
of Students in Literary 
Endeavor. 


The remarkable growth of the 
East Central State Teachers Col­ 
lege here during the past year in 
every phase of school endeavor has 
fat surpassed all evidence of the 
past, it is pointed out in the state­ 
ment of Dr. A. Ltnscheid, presi­ 
dent. 
President Linseheid . points 
out 
that East Central has 
claimed 
a 
greater attendance 
increase 
than 
any institution in the state during 
the past year. The attendance in­ 
crease of this year has more than 
doubled the enrollment of 1920. 
Achievement in literary endeav­ 
or is considered one pf the strong 
features of the year's program, ac­ 
cording to President Linscfyeid, in 
referring to the all-victorious sea­ 
son of the debating clubs and the 
winning of the reading contest by 
Miss Lena Hicks. 
Following is the statement 
of 
President Linscheid: 
As the regular school year draws 
to a close permit me to call at­ 
tention to the record of the • East 
Central Stae Teachers College dur­ 
ing the current school year. 
One of the most notable things 
has been the increased attendance. 
In 1920 the total attendance fox; 
the regular year was 509, while 
this year it is very nearly 1200, or 
an increase in three years of 224 
percent, the largest increase hav­ 
ing come during the year just clos­ 
ing. Early in the season the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruct­ 
ion issued a statement to the effect 
that East Central had had a great­ 
er percentage of growh than any 
other educational institution in Ok­ 
lahoma, either state or denomina­ 
tional. More important than 
the 
growth in numbers is the growth 
in the upper classes of the institu­ 
tion. East Central will confer at 
the close of the Spring term and 
ai the clase of the Summer term 
at least thirty Bachelors Degrees, 
and will grant at least one hundred 
fifty life certificates. This is by far 
the largest graduating class in the 
history of the institution. In 1920 
it conferred three 
Bachelors 
De­ 
grees, and 
grantd sixty-three life 
certificates.
